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The Full Meaning 


of Christmas

Ww does Christian civilization 
celebrate Christmas? It 
would seem that many have for- 
gotten the meaning of Christmas. 
It has lost all religious meaning 
for them. They merely exchange a 
lot of conventional Christmas 
greetings and presents. Others 
talk a little about the brotherhood 
of men and of the Fatherhood of 
God at Christmas time, but people 
who really think, and there are 
still millions of them, know that 
Christmas means the ‘Birth of 
Christ. To them Christ is not only 
the greatest man that ever lived 
on this earth, but He is literally 
the Eternal Son of God, Who united 
our poor human nature to His di- 
vine personality in the womb of 
the only Virgin Mother, Mary. 

Strictly speaking no one has a 
right to call himself a Christian 
or a follower of Christ unless he 
believes without hesitation the cen- 
tral doctrine of Christianity; name- 
ly, that Jesus Christ was God, the 
Word made Flesh. This doctrine of 
the incarnation is the core and 
suhstance of Christianity. To use 
the word “Christian” as implying 
anything less than that is to con- 
fuse thought with figurative lan- 
guage. 

Jesus Christ taught while He 
was living, a mortal Man, upon 
earth. When mortality in Him had 
given way to glory, He passed 
away from human sight, but He 
made provision to continue teach- 
ing men how to find and to achieve 
their eternal destiny. He caused 
much of His teaching to be writ- 
ten in a collection of writings 
known as the New Testament of 
the Bible. But He relied more on

O appreciate the significance of 

the feast of Christmas, one 
must glance at the condition of 
the world previous to the birth of 
Christ. The world was plunged in 
the darkness of paganism and idol- 
atry. Vice and crime were rampant, 
For many ages the Jewish people 
fad been looking forward to the 
coming of the long promised Mes- 
siah. This eager expectancy had 
been kept alive in the heart of 
Israel by the predictions of a long 
Series of prophets who foretold the 
circumstances of the Saviour’s 
coming. 

These prophecies found their 
literal fulfillment in the birth of 
Christ. In the lowly stable of 
Bethlehem, the Virgin Mother 
brought forth her Son, and wrap- 
ped Him up in swaddling clothes, 
and laid Him in a manger. There 
was no room for them in the inns. 

Thus He, who was the eternal 
God, the creator of the world, was 
denied the comforts enjoyed even 
by the poor. He who charted the 
orbits of the planets, and guided 
the swing of the Pleiades, through 
the vast reaches of inter-stellar 
space, now clutched with baby 
fingers at the straw in the manger. 
He who fashioned the universe, 
lifted up the mountains and 
threaged their rugged sides with 
golden ore, was without even a 
pauper’s bed. The God Who wrote 
the music of the heavenly spheres, 
and made the morning stars sing 
with glory, is able now to utter 
only the cry of the new-born babe. 
With what silent eloquence did the 
Christ-Child thus preach His first 
lesson to proud and covetous man, 


A Contrast 


In order, however, that the strain 
might not be too great upon the 
faith of the children of Israel, the 
poverty and obscurity of the Sav- 
iour’s birth, were relieved by 
flashes which revealed His Mes- 
siahship and His sovereignty over 
ithe hearts. of men. For, as the 
‘Shepherds were keeping their 
night watch oyer their flocks on 
‘the hillsides of Judea, suddenly 
they saw a light from on high; 
They feared with a great fear. 
But the voice of an angel, reas- 
‘sured them, saying: “Fear not; for 
behold I bring you good tidings of 
great joy, that shall be to all the 
people; for this day is born to you 
a Saviour, Who is Christ the 
Lord.” 

The message was quickly supple- 
mented by the voices of legions of 
angels. As St. Luke tells us, “And 
suddenly there was with the angel 
a multitude of the heavenly army, 
praising God and saying: “Glory to 
God in the highest; and on earth 
peace to men of good will.” 

The circumstances surrounding 
the birth of the Babe of Bethlehem 
bring out into bold relief both the 
humanity and the divinity of

If we could have stood at the

all, her purity—and so completely 
would all these have taken posses- 
sion of our soul, as so much divine 
music, that our first thought would 
have been, “Oh! so beautiful,” and 
our second thought would have 
been, “Oh! what hateful creatures 
we are!” 

Made Mother Most Pure 


Tell me why should not that 
Paradise of the Incarnation be 
spotless and pure? Why should 
she not be immaculate and stain- 
less? Just suppose that you could 
have pre-existed your own mother, 
in much the. same way that an ar- 
tist pre-exists his painting. Fur-

Our Blessed Lord could hardly 
be expected to look with favor on 
those who forgot His Mother, who 
nourished Him as a Babe, carried 
Him into Egypt, caressed Him as 
a Child, and stood at the bedside 
of the cross when, with almost His 
last breath, He tenderly called her 
“Mother” Really, one of the 
great inconsistencies of the mod- 
ern world is its sentimental and 
almost commercial attachment to 
“Mother’s Day,” and its complete 
forgetfulness of the Mother of 
Mothers, the Mother of our Lord, 
and the Mother of men, without 
whom all motherhood is without a 
Christian ideal. I can understand 
why a man should love his mother, 
but I cannot understand why a man 
who calls himself a Christian and 
a follower of Christ should not have 
a very deep and intense love for 
Christ’s Mother. I repeat, there- 
fore, that a quick test for the di- 
vinity of any religion, is its out- 
look on the Mother of Christ.

Winnipeg, Canada.—The finan- 
cial strain under which the Catho- 
lic people of the Archdiocese of 
Winnipeg are laboring to maintain 
their own schools, aggravated by 
the current world-wide depression, 
has forced the Most Rev. Alfred 
A. Sinnott, to decide upon the clos- 
ing of the Catholic parochial 
schools in Winnipeg on January 1. 

The Archbishop made this an- 
nouncement in a statement to the 
press Tuesday of this week, and in 
a letter to Mayor R. H. Webb, in 
which this city’s Chief Executive 
is asked to communicete with the 
School Board, “that they may take 
whatever action may be deemed 
necessary in the circumstance.” 

Nine schools, with approximately 
2.500 children, will be affected.

Pope Reorganizing 
. Vatican Civil Rule 


VATICAN CITY.—<After three 
years’ experience in governing Va- 
tican City, the Pope has decided 
to reorganize the present civil ad- 
ministration. 

His chief object is to simplify 
the government, placing the main 
responsibility in the hands of 
Count Franco Ratti, the Pope’s 
nephew. 

The present government consists 
of Governor Marchese Serafini, 
aided by a Counsellor General and 
Secretary General. They have 
seven departments under them— 
Administration, Technical Services, 
Public Works, Communications, 
Sanitary Service, Museums and 
Public Security. It is now intend- 
ed to reduce these to three—Art, 
Administration and Technical Ser- 
vice—and coordinate them under a 
council formed of the heads of 
those sections, over which Count 
Ratti will preside. 

The Pope’s nephew is at. present 

director of the technical office in 
charge of the important electric 
and hydraulic works of Vatican 
City. Governor Serafini will con- 
tinue to represent the King of 
Italy and the Vatican State in in- 
ternational relations, certain leg- 
islative functions and at cere- 
monies. 
Count Franco Ratti will serve 
without pay. He is only 34 years 
old but the Pope has previously 
tested his experience as a techni- 
cal director of Vatican City.

Wil you please explain why 
we must believe in divine re- 


velation? Would it not be bet-| 


ter if our faith were based on 
reason alone and we were not 
required to believe truths 
which cannot be arrived at 
through a reasoning process? 


There are certain things 
which the most brilliant mind 
could not learn except from 
revelation; for instance, the 
existence of God in Three Per- 
sons; the Incarnation of the 
Second Person of this Trinity ; 
‘His Virgin birth; the charac- 
ter of life after death; the 
terms on which eternal re- 
wards are conditioned. Hu- 
man reason can find nothing 
contradictory in any teaching 
of Faith, while it could not, 
without revelation, know what 
some of the supernatural 
facts are. 

We must believe in divine 
revelation because unaided 
reason would fail to give man 
an adequate knowledge of 
God, of himself and his fel- 
lowmen. This is evident if one 
studies the history of the pa- 
gan nations before the com- 
ing of Christ. Jesus Christ 
was the answer to the world’s 
need for a divine, infallible re- 
veiation. He taught men clear- 
jy the purpose of their exist- 
ence, the nature of God, His 
love for men, the divine mean- 
ing of suffering and tempta- 
tion, the malice of sin and the 
need of repentance. What 
Christ revealed His Church 
now teaches. 

It would not be better for 
our faith to be based on truths 
which could be arrived at by 
unaided reason, because faith 
and reason are helpful to each 
other. Reason gives a founda- 
tion so that we are not asked 
to believe blindly truths which 
are absolutely unknowable, 
and it also furnishes strong 
proofs of the content of divine 
revelation. Faith, as Cardi- 
nal Newman says, “furnishes 
facts to the other sciences, 
which those sciences, left to 
themselves, would never 
feach; and it invalidates ap- 
parent facts, which left to 
fhemselves, they would im- 
Bgine.” 

Mystery is in no way con- 
fined to religion. There are 
countless facts of the sciences 
which we cannot understand 
yet believe readily only be- 
Pause we are told, not by God, 


' put by a scientist, that they 
ere true.

ligion is not a blind be- 
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authority of God Who has re- 
vealed them to us. 


I am a non-Catholic, but I 
receive and read your paper 
weekly. I wonder if you will 
explain how God can forgive a 
person for a grave sin which 
he has committed and yet re- 
serve punishment for that sin. 
Does not forgiveness imply 
freedom from punishment? 


When God forgives us for 
having committed grave sins 
He‘merely forgives’ the eter- 
nal punishment due to those 
sins and not the temporal 
punishment. In other words, 
we escape the eternal punish- 
ment of hell, but are required 
to make some atonement for 
the sins. This atonement, or 
temporal punishment, can be 
made either in this world, by 
acts of self-denial, prayers and 
good works, or in Purgatory 
after we have departed from 
this world. Full forgiveness 
does imply freedom from pun- 
ishment, but the Church clear- 
ly states that only the eternal 
punishment due to mortal sins 
is forgiven in the sacrament 
of Penance.

The public welfare of any com- 
munity is administered by police 
and judges appointed by the com- 
munity. If anything is criminal or 
against public policy the remedy 
is with the duly constituted auth- 
orities. By what right do you set 
yourself up as the arbiter of the 
welfare of your community, to 
achieve justice in an underhand 
way? 

The well-springs of human be- 
havior are well nigh fathomless 
and have baffled more capable au- 
thorities than you are. If men 
skilled in the functioning of the 
mind and soul confess themselves 
baffled, what assurance have you 
that your own diagnosis of the 
guilty one is correct? 


If in a court of law many eye- 
witnesses to a happening still can 
disagree, how can you alone be in- 
fallible? Even an animal, dumb 
‘brute as it is, could never descend 
so low in the social scale as a hu- 
man being intent upon blackening 
the character and ruining the good 
name of another of human-kind. 


Few sins produce results of such 
appalling magnitude as the spreag- 
ing of scandal. The history of na- 
tions and the smallest community 
proves this. Keep in mind that the 
malicious spreading of scandalous 
gossip is a grievous sin, no matter 
whether what is told is true. 


The ends of justice are not served 
by petty desires for revenge, how- 
ever admirably conceived you 
think they are to set a bad situa- 
tion right. Even children hate a 
snitch, and men are only children of 
a larger growth. 

Why not be just, and assume 
that in their privacy with their 
God the person you condemn may 
have an entirely different story to 
tell?

Of Girl Stigmata 
Of Konnersreuth 


Munich. — Considerable pres- 
sure is being brought to bear upon 
Therese Neumann, the stigmatized 
Bavarian peasant girl of Konners- 
reuth in Northern Bavaria, to have 
her agree to submit hereself to a 
strict medical supervision which 
ought either to prove or to dis- 
prove to the world the miraculous 
nature of her mystical experiences. 

It is reliably learned, however, 
that her father has now written a 
letter to the Bishop of Regensburg, 
the Most Rev. Michael Buchberger, 
expressing doubts that such su- 
pervision could be, handled proper- 
ly and with due care for the spirit- 
ual factors involved. While this 
virtually amounts, at least for the 
time being, to refusal of a request 
which had been made an exchange 
of views between all concerned will 
probably continue, with possible 
concrete results later on. 

The Bavarian Bishops’ Confer- 
ence recently expressed the desire 
that such an examination take place 
in order that all doubts as to the 
bona fide religious character of the 
phenomena may be dispelled once 
and for all. No public announce- 
ment was made at the time of this 
decision of the Bishops. It became 
known in the course of a sermon 
delivered in the Regensburg Cathe- 
dral by Father Rohrmueller, on 
October 2. A Catholic journalist 
happened to be present and imme- 
diately reported the news to the 
Konnersreuther Sonntagsblatt. 
Thereupon the Vicar General of 
Regensburg gave out a statement 
that the announcemeht of the Bis- 
hops’ decision had been made in 
the sermon without the knowledge 
and against the wishes of the 
Bishop of Regensburg.

Father bore Him could not keep Him in Heaven, 
because He loved us with the same infinity of love 
with which the Father had eternally loved Him: 
“As the Father hath loved Me, so have I loved you.” 
Human reason staggers when it thinks of it. It 
thinks, on the one hand, of the heights of the glory 
of Heaven and, on the other, of the depths of the 
misery of Bethlehem’s stable. It thinks, on the one 
hand, of the indescribable bliss which the Son of 
God enjoyed in His Heavenly Home and, on the 
other, of the privations, sufferings and miseries 
which would be His portion in this vale of tears. It 
thinks, on the one hand, of His majesty and of His 
infinite holiness and, on the other, of man’s lowli- 
ness and moral weaknesses. | 

Human reason looks for a key to the solution 
of the mystery involved in a fact of faith and history 
so confounding. There must be an explanation, and 
the explanation is Love—love infinite, and therefore 
to us mysterious. It is love limitless in both direc- 
tions: love prompting Him to réstore the Heavenly 
Father’s honor, and love impelling Him to rescue 
the children of men from the fate of the disloyal 
angels. 


A Truth Not To Be Overlooked 


He descends from Heaven to earth where we 
are, in order that He might lead us from earth to 
‘Heaven where He craves to be our “reward exceeding 
great’, He becomes a child of man in order that we 
might be elevated to the rank of children of God. He 
took upon Himself our misery,in order that we might 
become partakers of His glory. The motive evident- 
ly was Love, ‘but why did He love us? 

Oh, Bethlehem does not tell the whole story 
of His love. There was but the beginning of love 
overflowing from the heart which was a part of 
our nature assumed in His second birth. Nazareth, 
Jerusalem, the desert, Tiberias, Bethany, the hills 
and valleys throughout Judea, Gethsemane, the 
Cenacle, Calvary,—all proclaim the unbounded love 
flowing from the “fullness of the Godhead which 
dwelt within Him corporally.”’ 

This is a truth which we must not overlook 
even on Christmas day. While Christ came into 
the world as a Babe, it is God Incarnate, or God in 
human nature, growing into the boy and into the 
man, and dwelling among us for thirty-three years 


Who is held up to us for contemplation. 
7 The Babe of Bethlehem, infinitely lovable, 


beautiful, adorable, presents no more complete 
picture of God our Savior, than the Boy-Christ of 
Nazareth, or the Man-Christ, whether in the midst of 
His Apostles, or denouncing the Pharisees, or chal- 
lenging His enemies to convict Him of sin, or heal- 
ing the sick, or weeping over Jerusalem, or feeding 
the multitudes, or preaching on the mount, or glori- 
fied on Thabor, or instituting the Holy Euchar- 
ist in the Cenacle, or agonizing in Gethsemane, or 
forgiving His enemies while bleeding to death on 
the Cross. In all these characteristic attitudes com- 
bined, as also in the glory of His Resurrection and 
Ascension, we have a complete picture of Christ 


the Lord, Whose entrance into the world we ob-— 


serve today, and whose ministry on earth gave 
glory to God in the highest, and made it possi- 
ble for men of good will of all ages to enjoy the 
peace of Heaven while waging the good fight for 
the crown of eternal life. 


Why Did God So Love Us? 


Again we ask: “Why did the Son of God so 
love us’? It will remain a mystery. 

We might look for the answer in the inesti- 
mable value of the soul, immortal and fashioned 
after God’s own image; in the indescribable malice 
of sin, for which only God could find a remedy. 
Yet the greatest of human beings, if we exclude her 
through whom God gave us His Incarnate Son, is 
less: than the lowest angel, and God showed the 
latter no such love or mercy. Hence His love for us, 
so excessive and personal, is not comprehensible. 

. What does Jesus of Bethlehem, of Nazareth, 
of Calvary, expect of us in return? Precisely what 

He showered so lavishly on us—love. Our love can 
ne be only limited and finite, and therefore unworthy 
3 of Him, but it should be love at least equal to our 
_ fullest capacity. “Thou shall love the Lord: thy 
ee _ vith “a whole heart and with ey whole soul, 


and with thy wits mind, and with all thy secuagth " 
God is not only worthy of such love because of His 


“own lovableness, but because He has merited it. 


We owe it to Him even if we did not benefit thereby. 
But if our hearts lack gratitude, they should at 
least not lack the selfishness, which would impel us 
to love Him to our utmost capacity for our own 
sakes. Jesus loved us not for any benefit He would 
derive therefrom, but in erder to save us from 
everlasting misery and to procure for us happiness 
everlasting. 


The Most Generous Among Men 


Therefore even the most thoughtless and the 
least generous among men should observe God’s 
Commandments faithfully, and thus avoid sin, for 
this is the minimum exacted for the acquisition 
of Heaven. The more generous among us should 
strive to conform our lives to His by the steady 
practice of virtue. He Himself said: “I have set 
you an example, that as I have done you also may 
do.” We are bidden to “follow His steps.” Like 
Paul we should be “imitators of Him.” 
generous among men are those who make a com- 
plete surrender of their possessions, of their talents, 
relinquish their home and their relatives and their 
friends to “spend themselves and be spent” for 
Him, as He spent Himself and was spent for the 
glory of His Father, and for the sanctification and 
salvation of others. 


Before His crib on Christmas day, therefore 
renew your Baptismal and Confirmation pledges, 
wherein you promised to renounce Satan and all his 
works and pomps: Resolve to imitate your Savior 
by growing in wisdom and in grace as you grow in 
age. Learn of Him to be poor in spirit, meek and 
humble, obedient to God’s laws, to be charitable and 
forgiving, to mortify your passions and appetites, 
to cultivate holiness in whatever state of life you 
have already chosen or will choose. 


Living as we do in an age, when the general- 
ity of people are estranged from God, pray earnestly 
during this holy season that all men may learn to 
know “the things which are to their peace’’; that all 
nations may embrace God’s Kingdom, and seek peace 
and prosperity here and bliss eternal hereafter 
by doing His will on earth as it is done in Heaven. 
Then will His mission as “Christ the Lord,” to save 
mankind, be realized.
